League of Nations gave the text of 
the document to the American peo­ 
ple several hours in advance of its 
presenation to the peace conference 
in plenary session in Paris. 
The changes of the covenant de­ 
signed 
to 
meet 
criticisms in the 
United States had been disclosed 
two weeks ago through an official 
summary, but many of the senate, 
officials and other students of the 
nation’s foreign relations had with­ 
held final judgment pending care­ 
ful analysis of the complete text. 
Most of the congressional lead­ 
ers were out of the city today, in­ 
cluding Senator Lodge, of Massa­ 
chusetts, who will 
be 
the 
next 
chairman of the senate foreign re­ 
lations 
committee, 
and 
Senator 
Hitchcock, 
of 
Nebraska, retiring 
chairman. 
Some of the senators here, includ­ 
ing Senator Johnson, of California, 
republican, withheld comment 
to­ 
day, saying they were studying the 
covenant’s text. 
Senator Moses, of 
New Hampshire, republican, said in 
his opinion “ some amendments to 
the

constitution 
would be required to make the cov­ 
enant 
effective," 
although 
he 
thought there had been some im­ 
provement in phraseology. He said
